worker/relative that if they are standing in the voting booth and 
can’t remember, to leave that box blank, because an unchecked box 
will count as a NO vote. 

On another topic: Romney’s cheap, inaccurate shots at the 
Administration following the horrific murders in Benghazi, Libya, 
leave me speechless. Fortunately, his words and actions themselves 
speak eloquently for likely shoot-from-the-hip presidential reactions. 

Finally, on a lighter note, should you need a fresh, ad-hominem 
argument for those proclaiming gay marriage will ruin not only 
their own union but the very sanctity of marriage itself, ask them 
how young Levi Johnston’s (dad of Bristol Palin’s son Tripp) actions 
jibe with “family values.” Johnston and girlfriend Sunny recently 
announced the arrival of Tripp’s new half-sister, Beretta—named 
after an Italian pistol.

David France's documentary captures the zeitgeist of the early 
years of the AIDS epidemic unlike any film you've ever seen. (And 
it is referred to in the film as an epidemic, not a pandemic.) Starting 
from the 1987 inception of ACT-UP (AIDS Coalition to Unleash 
Power), France chronicles events of that time with details that sear 
into the institutionalized homophobia around the disease and the 
panicked hysteria within New York's gay men's community. There 
were incentives in the nation's most liberal city's hospitals to not 
treat AIDS patients. There were even security policies that had suf- 
ferers thrown out of emergency rooms. Corpses of some who died 
were put in hospital trash bags! 

Various activists are interviewed, and raw footage of their orga- 
nizing and expression caught on film gives us a front row seat to 
how they brazenly and beautifully shifted the course of sexual dis- 
crimination, public health policy, and medical history. Controver- 
sial disruptions caught on film at St. Patrick's Cathedral, the global 
AIDS conference, and the Food and Drug Administration (FDA) 
are rivetingly recounted. Internal tensions between activists who 
ultimately made inroads into the medical power structure to the 
chagrin of AIDS patients and their advocates who felt left behind 
are frankly put forward as well. 

For those who think that ACT-UP was unfair to the Reagan/ 


Bush years, France will not give 
you any ammo, I'm afraid. The film 
is worth seeing just for its stark 
sense of how Republican attitudes 
toward funding and bureaucracy 
blended with homophobia actually 
endangered public health. And for 
those who think that the Demo-

Though she's "retired" from other events, Lady L continues to spin for her sisters at 
Soul Friday.

Jesse Jackson Urges Maryland Voters To Support Gay Marriage 

The Huffington Post reports that the Rev. Jesse Jackson is urging Maryland vot- 
ers to vote in favor of a ballot measure this fall that would give marriage equality 
to gays and lesbians in the state. Jackson stated: “I would hope that people would 
respect people’s basic fundamental rights. If you don’t believe in it, don’t engage 
in it. But don’t deny other people their basic civil rights.” Jackson also said that he 
would perform a same-sex wedding ceremony if a gay or lesbian couple asked him 
to do so. 


Oklahoma 

Transgender Name Changes Not OK With Bible-Quoting Oklahoma 
Judge 

The Advocate reports that an Oklahoma judge has stirred controversy with de- 
cisions to not allow transgender people to change their names legally, claiming 
they are making the changes for “fraudulent” purposes, in violation of state law. 
Oklahoma County district judge Bill Graves, a former state legislator, wrote, “A so- 
called sex-change surgery can make one appear to be the opposite sex, but in fact 
they are nothing more than an imitation of the opposite sex.” A person’s DNA stays 
the same, he wrote, citing a physician he consulted. Graves continues: “To grant a 
name change in this case would be to assist that which is fraudulent.” 


Minnesota 

Marriage Amendment Opponents Launch First Ad 

The Star Tribune reports that the lead group opposing the marriage amendment 
released its first television ad of the campaign season Tuesday, taking direct aim at 
the Catholic Church’s strong support of the measure. Minnesotans United for All 
Families’s ad features John and Kim Canny, lifelong Republicans and Catholics, 
encouraging Minnesotans to vote no on the proposed amendment that would ce- 
ment a ban on same-sex marriage into the state constitution. When a gay couple 
moved into their neighborhood with their adopted son, the Cannys said they real- 
ized that same-sex couples want to marry to make a lifetime commitment based on 
love and responsibility—the same reasons they married. 


Florida 
UF Police Investigate Gay Slur Etched Into Law Professor's Car 
The Gainesville Sun reports that a University of Florida law professor’s car was 


vandalized with a gay slur this week in an incident that is being investigated as 
a hate crime. The slur was etched Monday morning into paint of the professor’s 
car in a law school parking lot. UF President Bernie Machen issued a statement 
Wednesday saying that the conduct was illegal and unacceptable at the university 
or anywhere else. Major Brad Barber, UF police department spokesman, said the 
hate crime designation would bump up a misdemeanor criminal mischief charge 
to a third-degree felony.

Berkeley Ready To Proclaim Bisexual Pride 

ABC News 10 reports that Berkeley may become the nation’s first city to officially 
proclaim Bisexual Pride Day. If approved by the City Council on Tuesday, Bisexual 
Pride Day would be celebrated on Sept. 23 when there are bisexual pride events in 
Los Angeles, Boston, and other cities. Councilman Kriss Worthington proposed 
officially recognizing Bisexual Pride Day, saying bisexuals have complained for 
years that they are shunned by the gay community because they are considered 
fence-sitters. 


Minnesota 

Young, Old Divide Over Minnesota's Marriage Amendment 

The Star Tribune reports that the two campaigns locked in Minnesota’s intensi- 
fying marriage amendment fight are wrestling with a glaring dividing line more 
stubborn than Democrat and Republican: young versus old. From California to 
Maine, an overriding thread that stitched together residents across the country 
is that younger voters tend to oppose the amendments and older voters gener- 
ally support them. Elizabeth Minneman, 19, former chairwoman of the Minnesota 
Teenage Republicans, and other young people say future generations eventually 
will look at same-sex marriage opposition the same way most Americans look back 
at interracial marriage. And they don’t want to be on the wrong side of history. 


2-KINGDOM 

Rupert Everett Blasts Gay Parents 

ABC News reports that though Rupert Everett blazed a trail for homosexual actors 
when he came out decades ago, he’s now saying that gay men don’t make good 
parents. The actor best known for Shakespeare and Love and My Best Friend’s 
Wedding told Britain’s Sunday Times Magazine that his mother has met his boy- 
friend but “still wishes I had a wife and kids.” “She thinks children need a father 
and a mother and I agree with her. I can’t think of anything worse than being 
brought up by two gay dads.” “Some people might not agree with that. Fine! That’s 
just my opinion,” he said, adding that he doesn’t consider himself part of the “gay 
community.” 


3-AUSTRALIA 

Australian Lawmakers Uphold Ban On Gay Marriage 

Edge On the Net reports that Australian lawmakers overwhelmingly rejected a 
bill Wednesday that would have legalized gay marriage, and similar legislation 
looked unlikely to pass despite public support for same-sex marriage. Polls show 
that most Australians support gay marriage, but the Liberal Party-led conservative 
opposition coalition and many in the ruling center-left Labor Party are against 
it. Senior government minister Anthony Albanese told reporters after the vote: “I 
think at some future time our Parliament will catch up with community opinion, 
just as it has on other issues. When marriage equality occurs, people will wonder 
what the fuss was about.”

Youth Organizing Director of Minnesotans United for All Families 


SIOBHAN BREWER is a national youth 
organizer and educator. A San Francisco 
Bay Area native, Siobhan has organized on 
campuses in Boston, in Ohio with Obama for 
America, Minnesota with OutFront, and na- 
tionally with Campus Camp Wellstone. As a 
queer woman of color, she is focused on build- 
ing the leaders of tomorrow to advance social 
justice causes and the GLBT movement. 

Lavender Magazine: How has the cam- 
paign structured its youth outreach and or- 
ganizing? 

Siobhan Brewer: Minnesota has long 
been known for having some of the finest 
higher education institutions in the nation 
that attract top-notch students. As a cam- 
paign, we have been focused on building 
relationships with campus leaders who are 
now helping us to activate well-organized, 
large-scale campus outreach efforts. Over 
the summer and spring, our organizers 
built these relationships with students. With 
classes having begun, we are now reaching 
out campus wide to train student leaders and 
organize campuses across the state. 

LM: There is no doubt that young people 
across the nation are supportive of the free- 
dom to marry. How will youth play a role in 
the campaign’s strategy to defeat the mar- 
riage amendment? 

SB: Youth in Minnesota follow the na- 
tional trend of being very supportive of 
the freedom to marry. This allows the cam- 
paign to focus our efforts on getting youth 
to volunteer, build leadership skills, and 


organize on and off campus. We are capital- 
izing on this energy by having college stu- 
dents go through our LYFK Training (Let 
Your Friends kNOw). This program teach- 
es young people how to speak with their 
friends, family members, and others about 
the importance of voting NO. The LYFK 
training is especially helpful in having the 
more difficult persuasive conversations with 
unsupportive or undecided voters. The most 
effective way of moving people on this issue 
will happen between those who have close 
relationships. 

LM: Most people are predicting the vote 
on the marriage amendment will be a close 
one. How could youth organizing tip the 
scale to defeat the amendment? 

SB: We know there are a lot of Minne- 
sotans who are undecided on this issue and 
many more that are just starting to think 
about the election. Youth in this state have the 


chance to be make meaningful connections 
with these undecided voters. Furthermore, 
we will be reaching out to campuses across 
the state to motivate and energize all Minne- 
sota students to Vote NO and to get involved 
in this massive and historic grassroots cam- 
paign. This campaign from the start has been 
focused on organizing the whole state and 
that continues with our youth outreach. We 
will not only be present in the Twin Cities, but 
we will have organizers and canvassers work- 
ing on campuses all over greater Minnesota. 

LM: As an established youth organizer 
how do you see this campaign playing into 
the larger narrative of organizing on the 
GLBT front? 

SB: Prior to this amendment being put 
on the ballot and long after November, there 
will still be a lot of work to be done for free- 
dom, rights and equality in the LGBT com- 
munity. Great organizations like OutFront, 
Take Action Minnesota, and Wellstone Ac- 
tion, are focused on building capacity for the 
long run. The great part about campaigns is 
that they train new leaders, bring important 
issues to the surface, and engage a whole 
new group of people. In addition, this cam- 
paign has expanded our community of Allies 
and support, and it is allowing us to build 
community power in an unprecedented way. 
I am excited by the work our community 
can do after November 6", not only around 
the issue of marriage, but on ALL important 
LGBT issues including those issues that in- 
tersect our identities across the State. O

The Secret—issues of trust 
and change 


THREE YEARS after hearing about this movie, I am still hav- 
ing to respond to people about it and my disagreements with it. 
Even from people I love. 

One more person, a very loving person, suggested to me what 
a wonderful book/movie The Secret is. She said it helped her 
change her life and inspired her to let go of the past and believe 
she had power to change her life. I laud her for that. 

I saw that movie several years ago, in fact, with several lesbians. 

I did not like the movie at all, and here is why. 

I come from a political change background. That background 
understands several things. One, many of the problems of the 
world are caused by SYSTEMIC oppression—groups of people 
hurt through the institutions of a larger society, controlled by 
groups of people who benefit from them. On a personal level, 
we are treated badly by members of those “oppressor groups,” 
made to feel less human, often. This takes a lot of emotional 
power away and is very difficult to fight. 

Does deciding we have power beyond what we have been told 
matter? Yes! Does changing it as an individual help? Yes, it does. 
But as feminism suggests, the personal is political. So the goal 
is still changing society for the larger group, not us struggling 
alone as individuals. 

Where The Secret takes off is that there is some mystical 
source of information throughout various religious cultures. 
That's the secret, and that anyone who finally gets the picture— 
who can change that about themselves—will succeed wildly and 
make lots of money. That everybody has that ability to change 
their thinking and their lives. However, they make it sound pretty 
darn easy. Is it? And if we can’t, are we somehow inferior? Not 
deserving of our lives changing? 

The people who succeed in this movie are mostly people who 
have so much internal power that they are able to break through 
their histories and the difficulties of their present lives. That’s 
great. Most are purported to be making lots of money, to be 
wealthy, which seems to be a goal. There is a sense, however, that 
if you can’t do this, you ARE inherently inferior. It’s your fault. 

So it’s all about the individual. Some people suggest we all 
have to be superhuman to change our lives. That’s a tall order! 
I can’t do that! I have no cape or wings! For me, it’s about trust- 
ing other people, which I am somewhat desperately learning. 
But that gives me hope, and the willingness to go after my own 
change and for others. 

And the individual wealth thing, well, I wish for ALL of us a 
more equal distribution of money, and that all of us succeed and 
have all the good food, clean water, clothing, decent housing, mu- 
sic, art and poetry, and amenities. But having tons of money and 
things will never be the answer. Friendship and trust is probably 
more “the secret” than anything else. But it is not as easy as it 
sounds. May we all believe in our goodness, our significance, in 
our ability to trust one another, and not do any of this alone. П

Portrait of a Young Soldier 
CORPORAL WILFAHRT REMEMBERED 


"American Hero" by Anthony R. Whelihan 


KNOWN FOR his celebrity portraits, 
artist Anthony R. Whelihan turned to a lo- 
cal hero for his most recent subject: Cor- 
poral Andrew Charles Wilfahrt. Partner- 
ing with CommonBond Communities and 
OutFront Minnesota, Whelihan hosted a 
private release party of “American Hero,” a 
tribute portrait of Andrew Wilfahrt, on Sep- 
tember 13. 

Corporal Andrew Charles Wilfahrt, an 
openly gay soldier, was killed in action out- 
side of Kandahar, Afghanistan on February 
27, 2011. Andrew is thought to be the first 
openly gay soldier killed in the wars іп АЁ 
ghanistan and Iraq since the repeal of Don’t 
Ask Don’t Tell. His parents, Lori and Jeff 
Wilfahrt, have become active in promoting 
marriage equality for all since Andrew’s 
death. Jeff Wilfahrt’s words from a previous 
interview with Lavender Magazine ring true:

“As the Minnesota legislature moved on 
the marriage amendment, I challenged the 
House and Senate on the basic premise that, 
if his [Andrew’s] taxes were good enough, 
and his blood was good enough, why weren’t 
his rights good enough?” 

According to Lori Wilfahrt, “Andrew will 
be remembered as a thinker who loved any- 
thing ridiculous and absurd...but his pas- 
sion was classical music...Andrew began to 
compose music and play the piano as a boy, 
and his love of music continued into adult- 
hood." Though Andrew joined the Army 
when Don't Ask Don't Tell was still enforced, 
he found his friends in the army to be very 
accepting of who he was. Lori continues, 
*His fellow soldiers admired and respected 
him because he worked hard, made them 
laugh, and had their backs." 

Тһе artist behind the portrait, Anthony 


Whelihan, has been commissioned by 
many celebrities and organizations includ- 
ing the NFL, The Nobel Conference, and 
Disney. His most visible piece covers the 
east wall of the Minneapolis Convention 
Center and is the world's largest mural on 
canvas. Whelihan states in his artist's state- 
ment, ^I believe an artist should depict the 
time in which he lives, and part of that is 
to become involved with organizations and 
people that can make a difference; using 
my work to make a difference by raising 
awareness and funds for these organiza- 
tions is my small way of participation." 

Lori Wilfahrt says Andrew "encouraged 
everyone he knew to take time to be cre- 
ative, to write, paint, build, or just dream." 
Through this portrait, and through his par- 
ents' support for marriage equality, Corporal 
Wilfahrt's spirit lives on. O

The Last Accept 


WE STAND now at a pivotal moment in 
history, on the eve of ending the last accept- 
able, widely institutionalized prejudice in the 
Western World: prejudice against members 
of the GLBT community. 

We are indeed in the twilight of this base- 
less and terrifically erroneous erain American 
history. We are undoubtedly on the precipice 
of finally realizing the third of the most impor- 
tant tenants of our inalienable rights: that of 
our pursuit of happiness. We WILL soon have 
in our hands the hands of our loved ones, pro- 
fessing to one another our love at the altar of 
hope in legally recognized ceremonies. And 
with our subsequent tax benefits, property 
rights, and visitation rights finally granted, 
we will also welcome their drawbacks: we'll 
have even further incentive to take out the 
trash when our spouses ask us; we'll have to 
pay more attention to just how much money 
they're spending at Macy's with our shared 
credit; and, if my grandparents were any in- 
dicator, we'll probably get grumpier with one 
another a little more easily.

Those who vote “no” 
will find themselves in its sunlight, moving 
toward a more perfect union in which our 
sexuality does not undermine our status as 
creatures born with human rights. 

Election Day this year will not mean we 
are reshaping marriage. The truth of the 
matter is, our spousal love for one another 
still will be legally unrecognized. But this 
Election Day grants us the opportunity to 
show America and the rest of the world that 
Minnesotans are ready to progress rather 
than regress. We will become the first state 
in the union to reject electorally an amend- 
ment that paints a narrow-minded vision of 
America as a democracy in which the God- 
given right of happiness is a discriminatory 
one on the basis of sexuality. 

Forget the campaign fodder and the over- 
whelming statistics for a moment, and think 
of our values. We are a nation of immigrants, 
a nation that finds invaluable the diversity 
we have in thought, religious tradition, and 
cultural influence. We are a nation that val- 
ues not what we are or where we are, but 
who we are. It’s “We the People,” not “We 
the Few.” We are not a nation founded on

“We the Rich,” “We the Whites,” “We the 
Christians,” or “We the Muslims.” We the 
People, a nation of immigrants who founded 
а country оп a belief in shared citizenship: a 
brotherhood, a sisterhood, a family of diver- 
sity that shan’t be ignored or undermined, 
but celebrated and admired. 

And if still this does not resonate, con- 
sider our solidarity. Despite our differences 
and our sometimes hate-filled vitriol spewed 
in anger and protest for however trivial or 
paramount a disagreement, we are a people 
who, when times get tough, will unite when 
we are in peril. The neighbors you so de- 
spise for their political signs and their rants 
you will help at a moment's notice were they 
faced with a life-threatening event. We hold 
these values because it is innate within us to 
protect when we can our brothers and sis- 
ters in times of peril. Shouldn't it, then, come 
to life that we are also a people who find 
solidarity in love? For those of you reading 
this who oppose same-sex marriage but who 
are married yourselves, you need look no 
further than your own spouse to understand 
exactly what I'm talking about. 

I implore you: vote *No" on November 6 
and proudly stand with us at the dawn of a 
new and long-awaited American morning, 
and watch with us the sun set on the last ac- 
ceptable prejudice. O
